Augusta Victoria of Germany died 
here at 6 o'clock this morning. 


By a coincidence the 
end came 


just one year after she suffered her 
first serious attack of heart disease. 


It was while she was preparing 


to enter the 
house of Doom; the 


present home of- the former emperor 
after her long residence at Ameron- 
gen that she -was stricken, with what 
was believed to be a fatal attack. 
That was on April 11, 1920. For a 
few days there were reports that 
her death was momentarily expect- 
ed, but she rallied an2 accompanied 
her husband to Doom on May 15-, 
last 


Attacks of her malady recurred 


at frequent intervals, each sapping 
her vitality. When her son, former 
Prince Joachim, committed suicide 
in Berlin last July, she was in. such 
serious condition ,th»t the news of 
his death was kept from her for a 
long time, and it is said .she never 
learned her son killed himself. 


Late last autumn the former «m- 


worse and on several .occasions, 
children were called to Doom, but 
she .rallied bravely when the end 
was believed imminent.

Claims Mechanics Cannot Come Here Because it Costs 


Too Muuh to Join the Local; Says Pro- 


duction is Limited 


[To ,- the 
Editor]—Few people 
realize that 60% of the cost of a 
building is labor. 
It is a 
well 


known fact .that building mechanics 
are not doing the same amount of 
work per day now as .was the case 
five-years 
ago. 
This condition is 


largely due to the fact that most 
Unions set a. dead line on the pro- 
ductive ability of the worker. 
If 


some mechanics do more than 
a 


Stipnlat'ed amount of work, they art 
"called upon the carpet" and re- 
primanded; if it occurs a second 
time they are fined. With this con- 
dition existing, what incentive is 
there for a first class mechanic to 
earn the' right to promotion or a 
better wage? 


We will assume that a oarpentpr- 


from Mazomanie comes to Madison 
and seeks employment at his trade. 
He is a first class 
workman, he 


owns a fine set of tools. He applies 
to Mr. Contractor for a job. The 
first question asked is: do you be- 
long to the Union? 


The carple^ter has never found it 
necessary to belong to a union in 
his home town. He is not familiar 
with working conditions in Madison, 
but if given an honest opportunity 
he knows that he can produce an 
honest day's work. 


The contractor is in a position to 


use the man, and is willing to put 
him to work at once. He tells the 
carpenter that it will be necessarj 
for him to fix it up with the Union 
The carpenter goes forth in search 
of the business agent of the Union 
and is promptly advised that he will 
be compelled to join the Union, or 
he cannot work. He is told that t». 
will cost him $85.00 to join the' lo- 
cal and he must be voted upon at 
the next meeting. (It costs $100.00 
to join some of the other 
craft 


unions.) 
The mechanic is practi- 


cally driven out of town because he 
cannot afford to pay such an exces- 
sive sum for the privilege of per- 
forming honest toil to support him- 
self and family... 


Is it any wonder that there is .a 


shortage of mechanics in Madison? 
And don't forget that this all comes 
out of the man who builds. 


There are thousands of all kinds 


of mechanics out of work in 
the 


towns around Madison, 
but 
the 


Unions have built a stone wall of 
opposition to prevent honest clean- 
cut competition in Labor from en- 
tering Madison. 


The "Open Shop" 
policy 
gives 


every inan tha' opportunity to earn 
according to his ability to produce. 
There is no incentive for the good 
mechanic, who works along side of 
the poor, inefficient 
workman, 
to 


perform at his best—"They both 
get the same wage." 


Local Contractors, (tax payers) 


who maintain creditable places of 
business,' have been called 
unfair 


and have been "squeezed" and c5hi- 
pelled to pay tribute to the Union 
of sums ranging upwards of a hun- 
dred dollars before they would DC 
put on the "Fair" list. 


How much longer are the people

unions. There are letters from Utc east which seek to prop up 
the tottering Each-Cummin* taw and the railroad «d. of the 
case 
There are the hysterical warnings against mtereath that 


are seeking to overthrow the government, etc, etc. There are 
appeals from the militarists. 


We are hereby culling a few excerpts from a three day ac- 


cumulation of editorial mail- 


The Military- Training Camps association is interested in 


the "upbuilding of American manhood." It is boosting military 
camps for citizens of the Mississippi River valley. In the list 
of those back of the organization we notice names that have not 
been quite so interested in protecting the manhood of the na- 
tion that is being maimed and mutilated and broken down under 
intolerable industrial conditions each year. 


A daily c:il!er at the editorial desks of the nation is the As- 


sociation of Railway Executives, 61 Broadway, New York. This 
organiration is now busy trying to convince the American peo- 
ple thnl the railroad breakdown is due to high wages paid the 
employes and that the present industrial depression is in no 
way related to the prohibitive freight rates. 


' The American Defense Society frequently advises the 


American editor that the radicals are attempting to overthrow 
the government. We are advised that a committee of the so- 
ciety has sent letters to the irnyors and chiefs of police'of the 
country asking them to be on the lookout for "seditious litera- 
ture." "Seditious literature." of course, being anything that 
will threaten the profits of the millionaires who are financing the 
American Defense Society. 


The National City Uunk of New York, the Rockefeller insti- 


tution whose president is now furnishing front page copy galore 
to the scandal hunters of the country, discusses the horrible ef- 
fects of the Nonpartisan league in North Dakota.

This box contains only one of the 


parts of the refuse dumped into the 
Wisconsin river, by the 14 paper 
mills located un 
this 
river—this 


sample is nearly all spruce from the 
grinders, and was taken from the 
banks of the river, in Wisconsin 
Rapids, where it is deposited 
in 


windrows, 4 to 10 inches wide- and 
4 to 8 inches high. (Editor's note— 
A box with a large amount of re- 
fuse was received.) 
. 


Tho refuse is gradually polluting 


che river, and now has worked its 
way down stream below Nekoosa, 
where the last mill on the river is 
located, for more than 70 miles— 
the process of pollution is slow but 
surc—it is impossible to dip up a 
pail of water in any part of this riv- 
er without getting pnlp in the pail. 


This stream before the advent of 


pulp, sulphate, sulphite and paper 
mills, was one of the foremost riv- 
ers in.the U. S. for small mouth 
black bass, now a small month bass 
is seldom taken—this I believe why 
the paper mill interests, are fighting 
so very hard to retain James Nenn 
as superintendent of fisheries and 
William Cole of' Vesper, Wood coun- 
ty, as game warden. 


The Wisconsin river is 423 miles 


long,, with a fair-of 1,054 feet, the 
fall in the river between' Tomahawk 


and Nekoosa, the last of the rapids 
on the river, is 510 feet. 


Ihc acids from the sulphate and 


sulphite divisions of these mills do 
not permit ice to form in the riv- 
er, for a considerable distance below 
the mills.—GEORGE N. WOODS,
